Applicants for training with a view 
to employment overseas must be: (a) 
Provisionally approved by a represen- 
tative of the Dominion authority, and 
must, before entering training, sign an 
undertaking to remain throughout the 
course, and, as sooh as possible there- 
after, to proceed to the Dominion con- 
cerned, if finally approved for employ- 
ment there. (b) Single men between 
the ages of 19 and 25. In the case of 
men who served with the forces dur- 
ing the Great War the upper age Mmit 
may be raised to the extent of such 
service, up to the age of 29. (c) Un- 
skilled—te., taen who have had no op- 
portunity of learning a skilled trade. 
(d) Must not have received a course 
of training at public expense or finan- 
clal assistance from the civil HMabilities 
lor King’s funds. 

The precise nature of the course of 
training for overseas employment may 
be varied from time to time, but It is 
j intended, generally, to give training 
in: (a) The handling of horses, In- 
cluding plougking and care of live- 
stock, elementary repairs to harness. 
|(b) Milking. (c) Simple agricultural 
operations. (d) Elementary wood- 
| work, the use of s!mple wood-working 
tools such as plane, chisel, saw, cross- 
cut, mauls, wedges, axe and bill-hook. 
(e) The erection and repair of wire 
fencing and wooden hutments, and, 
where necessary, (f) Timber felling 
and (g) Simple repairs to farm imple- 
| ments.

The futuro of the paper industry, 
and indeed, the future of the whole 
trade of printing, causes periodical 
anxiety to those closely associated 
with elther owing to the diminishing 
supply of paper material from Wood. 
The United States has become the 
greatest consumer of paper in the 
world, and as its own soft wood sup- 
plies have neared exhaustion it has 
come to depend largely upon Canada 
and to draw more and more upon Can- 
adian forests. 

Not long ago the London Morning 
Post published an issue on paper made 
from straw, and the unqualified suc- 
cess scems to have definitely lifted 
the question from theory to practice. 
The trouble experlenced in the past, 
as stated, has been with the brittle- 
ness of the paper, but ten years’ ex- 
periments have overcome’~this dlm- 
culty. This De Vaine process, as it 
is known, has’ been perfected in 
French factories, and, according to 
the same paper, the work is to be con- 
tinued on a large scale in Canada, 

For some considerable time expert- 
nients have been in progress in Can- 
ada looking to the utilization of west- 
tern straw piles in the manufacture 
of paper. Under the sponsorship of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway a meth- 
od for the utilization of flax straw in 
the manufacture of pulp for conversion 
into high grade papers was perfected. 
More recently tests have been made 
with wheat, ont and other straws un- 
der the Bache-Wiig process at Ed- 
monton, Alberta, under government 
ausplees, with such success that efforts - 
are being made by the provincial au- 
thorities to interest capitaiists In the 
commercial manufacture of this pro- 
duct in Alberta, 

It would seem inevitable that sooner 
or later straw will become a raw ma- 
terial in the manufacture of paper. 
This will mean a gigantic industry for 
Canada and the definite removal of 
any danger of a loss of supremacy in 
the newsprint industry through dwin- 
dling forest supplies. Sueh an indus- 
try will, in addition, mean the utiliza- 
tlon of an cnormous by-product of 
farming which is now wasted, for it is 
estimated that 7,000,000 tons of straw 
aro burned annually in the Dominion, , 
and-~ihis’” 1s increasing yearly: In 
Rastern Canada there is a use for 
straw in connection with the livestock 
industry, but in. the west the burning 
of straw piles after threshing is a sad 
feature of an unbalanced industry. The 
advent of straw’ paper making will 
bring additional revenue, more em- 
ployment, preserve a great industry 
for the world, and retain an export 
trade for Canada of prime importance. 


Shipping More Butter 


British Importers Taking Large 
Quantities of Canadian Product 
Butter exports via Montreal are 
more than twice as heavy so far this 
year as they’ were in 1924, and the 
movement of cheese is also larger, al- 
though not in the same proportion. 
During the period, May 1st to the mid- 
dle of September, exports through the 


port of Montreal amounted to 255,157 
packages of butter and 757,038 of 
cheese during the same months of 


1924. During one week in September, 
11,222 packages of butter and 69,455 
boxes of cheese were shipped, Man-

Makers of Shot Turn Out Half Million 
a Minute 
Many men have made fortunes bo- 


' cause of thely close observation of na- 


tural laws. 

For instance, a Brilisher in the eigh- 
teenth century, after noticing that rain 
drops and hail stones were round, con- 


\eefyed the idea that if he could drop 


molten lead from a distance it would 
form round beads of lead. 

The experiment was tried out and 
Watts is said to have made a fortune 
in the manufacture of shot. 

Modern machinery now enables 
makers to turn out a half mililon shot 
a minute, 

The molten lead 1s sifted through a 
sereen with meshes of the size desir 
ed, and per.nitted to fall 200 feet, 

A vat of witer at the foot of the tow- 
er catches the pellets, cooling them 
The pellets are dried, and passed 
through a sorter. Finally they are 
put into a revolving box of black lead, 
which gives them the finished round- 
ing touch and polish,
